I was in the, NKVD-prison in Tartu for 9 aonths. My parentsvxe-- 
settled in Geraany towards the end of 1940 . la the saae cell Vlth ae ware 
Walfried Krastin, town official of Vaana*Kuuste Pruuli, colonel Acaiis a,s.o'. 

Uy parents had# helped froa Geraany so that I could leaae the prison with 
the "special transport of prisoners" and resettle in Geraany. This was ^

There, I met aany 
of ay foraer regiaent and ay re^l naae and rank was revealed; I was ablei 
to escape froa this caap aith Endel Uudektill^ Wo fled to central Estonia 
district of Ji-rvaaaa, where I lived as a free aan and partisan in tke 
forreat between Suly I 946 - 1950 , Our headquarters was aainly the villas 
Dudekdla, about 5-6 ka froa the railroad station Taasala, Later on, we ■ ™ 

lived in the neighborhood of the village SaunakUla. Our group consisted

This undertaking was financed in gold (by Prau Kore-Kraus, whose son lives 
in Canada) and with Bubals, given by the relatives of the people I brought^^ 
back, ■‘■he persons I was supposed te- |S 9 <t 'refused to come with ae and 

fore I brought others, ■ S 
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Op the 22. June 1950, I iraa place* under arrest in Tallinn, during the 
big singing festival. I assuMS, that a certain JOAB has reTsalei my 
identity. Joab, who worked in Narva, knew ae well and ha knew also, 
that I was in Tallinn at that tiae. The ailitia officials, who plaoed 
ae under arrest were from Narva. Whan searched, a weapon was found. 

In turn, ^ was in the central prison in Tallin ("Patarei") and in the 
NKVD-house ("Pagari") until Uareh 1951. I constantly repeated, that I 
was a Gerwan Hationsl( according to the reeettleBent-eontraot) . One 
day, I received the aontonco of the "apocial doanisGion" (Sonuerkoaal«ion). 

I was sentenced according to para. 58/4 and 182 to 10 years forced labor. 
With this, ay Geruan nationality waw reoognissed. 

Froa Tallinii, t was sent to the «a*p Kargopol, in the Archangelsk-oblast. 
The last caap was Solikaask. I was released to go •’hoae" towards ths 
end of ^ 
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Subject naa taken aa a PO'V. by the Cavalry of the Soviet Army on 25 or 36 
August 1944* At a Inter date ho was injurec^ in an air bomb attack near . 
the bridge of Jnonose (croasou Emajogi near Tartu/Estonia). Subject 
served with the 1st Battalion of the 20 Waffen SS Divioion under the 
command of major I.LAITLA, an Estoninn. 

After Subject's capture he wuo taken to the headquarters in Tartu located 
on the corner of Saeveaki and Taehe Streeta. Interrogations were conducted 
in Rucaian through an interpreter for a period of 2-? houro. Subject was 
questioned on personal data, technical details, the strength and arras of 
the 20th Division and the names of the higher ranking officers. Subject ! 
admitted to being of Estonian origin . 

Subject docs not .remember names of anyone during thia period. He. was 
interrogated by a captain and two lieutenants of the Soviet Array. 

Subject was sent to the assembly point for P0’.Vs located in Hopka six 
or seven kilometers from Tartu. There were about 700 Germana and ^0 
Estonians. (Subject remembers one Endel KULJUS, ICreis Uarjumaa). After, 
two or three days all prisoners were transferred via Voru to Petseri 
(about 90-100 km). Since subject was in a weakened condition, he was 
carriea by his comrades as far as Voru and later transferred to a horse 
drawn cart. 

In Petseri (southeast of Estonia) the prisoners were sent to a transient 
camp located circa 4-5 k;in from Petseri. The exact name and location of 
this camp is unknown to subject. After about seven or eight days at 
this place the prisoners totalled I 5 OO meh~-sub ject doesn't remember 
any of their, naraes — all of whom were loaded on a train and after 
travelling for 1-g- days the transport of prisoners arrived, in Leningrad. 

This was mid-Septeraber 1944* Officers were separated from enlisted men 
and sent to another camp near Moscow. During the trip the officers (there 
were only 4 ) were escorted by one sergeant and 2 sentinels, and were 
detained in a separate train compartment apart from civilian travellers.,

Subject hid his Soldbuch, pocket raap,/EK II under a tree near Laitikueia 
(a village) in Estonia, 

In the camp near Moscow there were about 2,000 Germans, 14 Finns, 

1 Lithuanians, a few Hungarians and one Estonian. Subject does not recall 
the name or number of that camp, all he knows is that the camp is located 
near a former monastery and that in the vicinity are a large number of 
barracks. 

Subject suffered some aftereffects of the air bomb explosion (first para • 
above) and remained in this camp until 'December 1944. 




V/hon aubjoct wan aokod by uo thn nuooo of other i-rinonoro with whom 
ho wan intornod, ho /nnlntainod ho could not reoeabor. 

In tho cionaatery the bods wore 4 -‘!> tloro und^ in tho barracks only 2 tier 
beds, 

Tl\o prioonera were not rOf]uirod to work but hod to participate in tho 
polloo-call for t)ie camp area. Tho Finnioh prisonoro worked voluntarily 
in tho aawmill. 

Subject and the Lithuanian priaonor were intorro^jated 2-J tlmeo in the 
camp. The intorroijator wao an older (50 yonro) Husaian, woarine irlaanoe 
with metal frames, circa 175 cm tall, moustach, very little hair and 
in military uniform -.vithout seaulettea. Interrogations were conducted 
in the office of the camp and the questions dealt with aubjoct'a time 
in the SS. 

"Bewegung freies Deutschland" was- working among the Germans. (i>ubject 
never heard of "Antifa"). BfD carried out the investigations with the 
Germans. Other nationalities were not interrogated. 

In the course of Subject's internment at the camp, 4 Latvian officers — 

1 colonel and 5 of lower rank — arrived. Subject does not remember the 
names. 

Neax Moscow (a 5-4 hour trip by train; a Roumanian officers camp is 
located. The camp is in very good condition and the barracks' are built 
part way into the ground. 

Before Christmas 1944 "tbe 6 Balts and JO Hungarian officers escorted 
by 6 sentinels were transported by truck to the Rovunanian officers camp. 
Subject stayed at this camp over Christmas and after the holidays 
all the Balts were transferred to Kizel in the Ural Mountains. This trip 
took 5-4 days by carriage and they were escorted by J sentinels. Kizel 
is a large coal mining town. First they were placed in a transient 
camp where there were about 800 other prisoners — Russian political 
prisoners, members of Vlassov Army, some Latvians and a Lithuanian. 

The Lithuanian was one Napoleonis CERNIUS, born circa 1920 , who was 
the son of the former chief of the Lithuanian General Siaff. CERHIHS 
was a second lieutenant. The work at this camp was done in three shifts. 
Subject worked in a brigade of 20 men who loaded and unloaded the 
incoming wood and other materials. fhe area of the mine in which subject 
worked had a diameter of 500-400 meters. 








At the beginning of i.iarch 1945 Subject escaped from POW camp and attempted 
to get back to Estonia. Subject origirialiy planned to flee with CERNIUS 
but CERNIUS could not go because of badly swollen legs. 

Of the 800 men who were interned with Subject 500 had died by March 1945* 
There was a constant flow of new prisoners into the camp during Subject's 
internment. 
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At t!io boft-innint of j.:i-rc)i 1945 durin;: a bad sr.on atom whon visibility 
WHO bad and with the aid of CKRNIUS, iubjoct made his escape froD the 
cami). ..’.ubooct waa wearing a auaoion typo keraey-llnod jacket and 
trowaorn ,v fol t ohoou. For food lie nad ?. pieces of bread (ca 400 granu; 
and 10 boiled potatoes, Boccuoo of the weather train movoiBonta were 
temporarily stopped. fhe mines uro about 4-5 km from KIzel. Oubjecl 
liid in 'tlie forest, about km from camp, for ifc days until tho 
resumption of train traffic at which time Subject hid in n coni train . 
and conoealoci himeolf under tho coula. I'ho train poroonnol conolnted 
of ;■ persons. After a 2 day trip, tho train arrived in a town called 
Molotow, 

Half I'roxon subject loft tlic train and walked along the tracks. He had 
no documentation. He spent n few days sleeping in waiting roomn and 
stealing food to keep- alive. In inid~April 1945 in a small town betf/een 
Volkhov and Leningrad subject was caurTht stealing a loaf of bread 
from a truck while worijers were unloading to a warehouse, oubject was 
apprehended, taken to a military command and questioned. At this , 
inquisition subject gave his name as K E I N and not HEINE, and claimed he 
was an iJstonian soldier on his way to sstonia. Subject was caned by 
two sergeants in the presence of an officer. The interrogations were 
conducted in Russian with an interpreter who was of Finnish origin from 
Ingeriland. At this internment point the food was good, probably from 
the military Kitchen. After two days here, subject was transferred to a 
POrt camp loca-ced in a bombed factory area somewhere between Leningrad , 
and liosoow, circa iO-lp Im from Leningrad. There were about 20 
different buildings in this compound and the Pu« caiip was located on the 
3rd floor of a factory building. In this factory building the prisoners 
performed such jobs as installing air~compressors (Swedish made), cleaning 
and repairing the buildings of the factory, and some POWs made aluminium 
kitchen ware, A demontaged factory from Germany arrived and was 
reconstructed in this area. Ail together there were about 3,000-4,000 
P0?^s in this camp. Subject does not remember the name of the factory 
area in which the camp was located. Another Estonian, name iinknown 
to subject, arrived at this camp. This Estonian was a blacksmith 
with the 1st Battalion of the 20 SS Division. 

At the end of December 1945 Subject was transferred with 300-400 other 
Estonians to Port of Beckeri in Tallinn/Estonia, ^7he^e he remained until 
June 1946. The camp was located on the seashore near Tallin-Kopli . 

Subject remembers the following Estonian prisoners interned at this camp;

Tho i>rAaonor8' fnmiliey woro p-ori.ii ttod to vioi.t and also eond parcolw 
which were at timoa ntrictly oxfir.lnod. The food at thin camp wan bettor 
than the food nubjoct had I'oceivod in tho Iiunaian POW camp. Subject 
wao omployod unloading: aand and (gravel trucko for a j>ort bridge construction 
near the oanji. Hln friend Kndol UDDELKUIJLL was ^'.vorklnir Jn the onw mill 
outsido of tho ciunp, iJome of tho prisoners wore pormlttod Limn off during 
the evening to t:o to town at whicli tlmo they could uoar civillBn clothinf: 
but in the. cunspn they hud to wenr tho uniformn issued by tho hed Array. 

On 28 or 29 July 1946 subject and Endel UUDELKUELL fled from the camp in 
Bockeri. Subject's reason for escape is that since tho prisoners had a 
f;ood relationship v.itli tho populace of the city tho Russians started 
new invostifTatlons and subject was afraid that his idenity mlgiit be 
found out even though he was registered as Erik HEIN and not as 
Erik HEINE. Endel UUBEK'UELL was formerly an agent of the Political , 
Police in Hakvere. UUdekuell received a parcel with civilian clotning 
which he used for his escape and Subject stole , civilian clothing from 
Lt. Jielnet. Later Subject wrote a letter of apology to Lt. Helmet for 
the theft. 

One day Subject went with the crew to the saw mill and took with nim 
the stolen civilian clothing. In a concealed portion in the saw mill 
‘the two men changed into the civilian clothing and went to the 

seashore to Tallin. The saw mill was not closely guarded but had ' 

only moving patrols so escaping was not too difficult. When thetwo . 

men arrived at the main station of Tallinn (called; Balti jaaaj, an i 

aunt of UUDELKUELL was there with two train tickets to P.akke/Est, ^ 

\ 

This aunt resided in Tallinn-Kopli , exact address and the name are unknown i 
to subject, although subject claims visiting her one or two ximes later. * 
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The two men boarded a train headed south before noon and before sunset 
of the same day they disembarked in Vaegeva. This was on the last 
day of July. For some unknovm reason to subject, the train was not 
checked. This was very much out of the ordinary. 

The men were not documented-. In the vicinity of the railroad Rakke 
Vaegeva was a farm that was owned by one OEUILAP (Not positive of spelling) 
who v,-as obviously ; prepared for this visit of the two men by UDDEKUELA's 
aunt during her visits to Beckeri camp. The two men spent about 2-5 
days at the farm and departed in the direction of Tamsalu. Prom 
Tamsalu the two went to a village called Uudekuela -where Endel 
UUDEKUELA's uncle lived also named DUDEiCTJELL. 



In Tamsalu Subject became acquainted with a girl one Rosa' OLUP who was 
also known to Endel UUDEKUELL, She was employed as a swi tchboard . operator 
in Tamsalu. Subject corresponded with OLUP and has kept this correspondence 
until the present time*^-"^. — - ■ 
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OLUP throuf:h her oyncn t ac n awitchboard oporutor waa uLlo lo 
monitor convorautionn oo ttroon , cortain IJKVD offlciaiu and jovcral tiaioa 
’.vurnetl Eotoninn Pnrtiaona before Razzias (possibly raids). 

V/Mlo aubjcct was in Potraa and Buykova, he allegedly had a a/w commo 
setup with Jioaa OLUP. Subject t.'ould toko a sho<;t of ^/hite paper whicn 
lie oubincrgod in cold water and w>iilo still not put it on Q desk or 
desk glass, un the wet paper ho would plooe a sheet of dry paper and 
with a gray pencil he v^ould write his secret message, ‘ffhon Uie wet 
paper was dry again he pressed the indented letters back ao that the 
paper was again smooth and wrfito another letter in ink on that now 
dry paper, ‘rfhon ULUP received the letter she put the paper in water again 

and held it agoinst a window which enabled her to road the secret letter. 

The letters wore addressed to Rosa OLUP under the names Erika kUUSIK, 

Tamsalu/Est. . Subject explained that all the personnel of the post 
office knew that the letters coming in for KUUSIK were intended I'or 
OLUP. 

UUDEKUELA's uncle’s farm was maintained :;y the wife since the sons were 
living as Partisans in the forest. The sons had a bunker about 5 OO meters 
from tne farm in which they slept and secretly during the night they 
would. assist on the farm.

oeptember 1946 they left the farm and moved on to the village of Vahuituela. 
Subject and UTJTEKUELA travelled by train to Rakke and from there walked 
about 7 cm west. In Yahukuela the two men visited UUDSKUELA's uncle, 
one .jhiu )ir[7ERIMAEE, and ais family. 

At home were JUERIibvEE ' s wife, originally from Ingeriland and a young 
boy (possioly S001<IUSTE ?? — his father was an officer in the Estonian 
Array who was deported to the Soviet Union in 1941. ) 

(Note by Interrogator; There were two officers in the Estonian Army with 
the name SOOLIUSTE — a major and a captain). 

One of JUSRII.1AEE’3 sons was a supervisor in a government operated farm • 
previously owned by an gptnnij>n tTn-jy fnepta-irUVoRP. KORE’s son was also, 
a Navy Captain during World War II. 

(Note by Interrogator: A captain KORE was personally known to interrogator 
but he was in Estonian Army and not Navy. KORE junior is presently in 
Canada). 

There were no Partisan activities in Vahukuela that one heard about. Subject 
and UUUEtCUELL passed themselves off as students on leave. Subject and 
UUDEKUELL on several occasions ivorked on the government operated farm , 
for which they were paid food o.r.d clothing. Subject does not remember 
the name the farm to^k on after the departuxe of KORE. 
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SJiortly before Cbri3tn:.o ijubjoct trnvollod by trftir. to Tartu bccauoo he 
hiid hoard a rumor timt It wnn nonaiblo to buy certain typea of documents 
thoro.

After Christmas subjecx met VAARSI in Oditi 's apartment, and this same 
meeting included Oditi and her sister (name unknown to subject) who was 
studying at the University,

YAARSI also gave her promise to help subject buy documentation and quoted 
the price of 1.000 rubles and 20 liters of liquor.

VAA.RSI had a brother who was employed in the "Vanemuine" theater In 'Tartu. 
Subject returned to Tamsalu where Endel UUDELKUELL was waiting. The 
family JUERUiIAE supplied the money and liquor and on the next trip to 
Tartu subject purchased the documents under the name Priit POLTSAUAA. 

The documents 'actually at one time belonged to a Priit POLTSAUAA ^ 

who was a performer in the"Yanemuune"theater. The passport had a black 
wax like cover and about 10 letters inside.

Pebruary 1^47 subject bought a passport for hndel UUDEKUELL from a ;.!iiitia 
man at the price of 2.000 rubles. Subject again changed photo* so that 
UDUI'ICDELL' s passport contained his own picture.

Emi/^ASK, a farmer residing in Yarangu near a school house, was a friend 
of all 7 of the partisans. YASK had a daughter and two grandchildren 
who were deported to Tomsk in 1941. YASK had known RAI'NISTE previously. 

The partisans decidded to do a good deed for YASK^ aa*d subject, because' 
he was a Russian speaker, consented to go to Siberia and bring back 
the daughter and grandchildren of YASK. 

Subject took "with him 10.000 rubles, part which was given by YASK and 
the rest collected by the partisans. Subject travelled by train to 
Tallinn, and from there purchased a one way ttckirt plane ticket to 
Moscow, departing on 9 August 1947 at 0900 hours from the Tallin-Ueleniste 
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iiirport. The only atop in the course of the trip wao in Leninfirrad. 
In the Iloscovz-Kauannk,! rullrond atation subject purchaaod a ticket 
on the black market for 500 rubles (normal price 200 rubles) eoing 
to Novo-Sibiraki . 



Liubject oiianfjod traino in Taturoki for Tomak« 

From Tomsk subject took the steamer to Bodgornoo and from there via 
the river Pantsarl travwllad by atooraor to Kolpaohevo. In Kolpashovo 
subject mot circa 20 Estonian famillen (mostly women and children)* 

From Kolpashovo subject walked and hitchhiked (had rides in American , 
made atudebaker trucks — in civilian use) circa 100 km until he reached 
Pantachar. On several occaaiono throu/;hout the trip subject was 
checked by HKVI) men for nis ctocuraentution, still posing as POLTSAiiAA 
he told them he was visiting his aister, and wao left alone* 

Subject fo\ind VAJK's daughter working in one of the several "kolkhozes'*, 
in Pantsohar and remained with her in the "kolkhoie** for the entire 
day. That evening he was ordered to the main office of the "kolkhoz" 
and questioned on why he came here and from where he came and also 
his documents were a,i;ain checked. The investigator was a Soviet 
major who happened to be at the "kolkhoz" to check on a delivery of 
corn. Subject continued to claim tiiat he was visiting his sister* 

Subject slept in his "sister's" apartment and the next morning ne 
was ordered to go to Pantschar where he was interrogated on the same 
subjects of the previous day. When he told them he had come to take 
his "sister" and her children back to Estonia, he was Informed that he' 
had to have a certificate issued by the Estonian militia which explained 
who was going to be responsible for the children when they were back 
in Estonia. When it was noticed that subject was listed as an actor, 
he was ridiculed and accused of being a Nazi who entertained Hazi ‘ 
troops. He returned again to his "aistery poorly furnished and 
unheated one room ^artment. His"8ister" possessed an under nourished 
cow which gave only 2 liters of milk daily. She was employed in 
the "kolkhoz" as a cattle-v^oman. 










Subject had a passport for his "sister" but in spite of this she would ; 
not accompany ' him to Estonia. 

Subject returned to Kolpashevo where he remained for a week.

Subject explained that there is a restricted area in which deported 
people must remain and that periodically, some weekly and some montMy, 
these people must report to the NKVD. This group of deported people 
travelling with subject were permitted to go as far as Bodgornoe because 
in that area, about a 2 days walk,^ther^j^|| a control point. Between 
Kolpaschevo and Bodgornoe the . group/ on a small ship and beyond Bodgornoe 
they travelled via steamer on the Ob River. The Ob River is noted 
for fishing although fishing is prohibited for the civilian population. 



On the second day of the trip the ship ran into an underwater sandhill 
and was delayed for 6 hours. Because of this delay subject explains that 
the captain was permitted to bypasE; the control7?o^make up the lost time. 
In Novo-Sibirsk, another control point, documentation was again not , 
checked.. After a two day delay in Novo-Sibirsk because of the inability 
to get tickets, the group finally purchased through tickets to Tallinn. 

In the waitingroom of the Moscow railroad station was another control 
point. Two militia, men were stationed at the door, one checked documents 
and the other stood guard. 

.In order to get the group through the door without having a documents . 
check, subject approached the guarding militia man telling him subject- 
was from the Education’ Liinisterium and that the militia man was to 
report there immediately. The militia man followed subject leaving the 
aoor unguarded and the travelling group took this moment to exit from . 
the waiting room omitting the document check. The travelling grouo 
originally purchased tickets via Leningrad to Tallin, but subject later 
exchanged these tickets for ones via Riga to Tallin his explanation 
being documentation check were less apt to happen on the latter route. 
Subject claimed that so many beggars travel on the first route there is 
a constant check. 
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From Riga the group walked to Tamsalu/Estonia. At this point they split 
up, Family ICIRIK and Mrs. REIDAK went to Tallinn and the others travelled 
via Tueri to Viljendi. Later subject heard that Linda LUIK was apprehended 
and sent back to Kolpaschevo, 

October 1947 subject returned to Saunalcuela. Subject alleges that he was 
involved in robberies of the distillery in Aavere in order to get money 
which he did by selling the stolen liquor. 

On 15 February 1948 subject went to Viljandi. Subject’s friend, Umar 
ILVES waaJdJied. while (living a bus. His documents were taken by officials, 

Subject was informed that it is possible to buy passports in Viljandi, so 
subject decided to buy a passport for ILVES. 

In Viljandi subject entered the office building (a v/hite house formerly 
ovmed by an Estonian advocate located near a playjnround) of the NKYD 
pretending he was Ilmar ILVES . ^Vhen subject entered the office of the NKVD, 
he was still carrying the passport of POLDSAAR and also the Parabelliim 
(pistol) both concealed in his pockets. He told them that he had been 
a partisan and after the rule of amnesty he wanted to legalize himself and 
also needed a passport. Before he v/as questioned re documents he requested, 
a red haired strong built Russian rushed into the room and started firing 
questions at subject--what play subject was in, -.where subject’s documents 
were, etc.' Subject showed them the documents he had in the name of Pritt 
POLDSAAR, Subject was interrogated by several different people, and he 
finally confessed that his real purpose in being there was to get documents 
for a friend. Subject’s documents were confiscated and he was sent to a 
room on the ground floor near the guard room. Fortunately they didn’t find 
the pistol while searching subject. A sentinel with a rifle was guarding 
subject. Subject asked the guard for a cigarette and with the pretense of 
getting a match in his pocket he instead pulled out his pistol, told the I 
guard to be quiet and open the ..door, and through another door subject fled 1 
to the street. ^

Before the above incident subject lived in a hotel with one Lt. KIKAS, 
whom he never saw again, and Ilmar ILVES, who was later arrested in the 
hotel .

'I’i'hen he found a man who had 
a passport whose birthda;^e was listed about ’the same as subjects, he took 
this passport and fled. — ■'

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Subject used these documents until ho was apprehended in Tallinn July 1950. 

Subject does not raraeuiber the name under which he lived from, the Summer 
1940 until Summer 1950 nor does he reuiembor the birth date and birth place 
listed on these stolen documehts. Subject worked as an agent of the 
government economic department. | ' 

Subject again substituted his own picture for the one to whom the stolen 
passport originally belonged. (As. explained on page b, this procedure 
will be explained in detail by MKTOPAZ).

Subject ' 3 group of partisans "requisitioneu" a civilian truck and attacked 
a a dairy to ^et cheese and butter. RETT) was informed of the theft of 
dairy foods , appeared to make an arrest and seeing that the partisans 
i^SuBhad fled followed the partisans to the marshes of Endla at which point, 

according to subject, a battle began which lasted 2-5 ho'urs. The partisans 
suffered no casualities but subject noticed several KKVD men on stretchers 
later, ^

After this episode Endel UUDEKULL end Edgar RANIIISTE became separated from 
the partisan group. Subject later found out through Rosa OLUP that 
■Endel ^TrUDEKUELL was possibly in Vorkuta and Edgar '^AITITISTB ^was^J^n__Earaganda, 

Rumors , were c'rculating that the Russians vfere about to start a new 
mass deportation, . 

The partisans warned the people of Estonia of this possibility. 

The Russians started the deportations in March 1949. According to subject 
nothing of significance took place between tne battle of Endla and the 
deportation order. VASK, whose daughter subject attempted to bring back 
to Estonia(see page 8), was deported. 
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One person who was allegedly s^ved from deportation by the partisan's 
warning action was one Kari^VAAR, Tallinn-Hiiu, Hliu Street. Her brother 
was employed by Ale-Coq brauerei in Tartu, 

Subject was informed in May 1949 that in the forests of Pada, opposite side 
of Varangu, there was another partisan group in hiding. Subject's group' 
decided they wanted to make contact with the other partisans in the forest 
so a school teacher from Pada (leader of the group HEINEy PUUSAAC f and 
parts) went to the house of the forest gamekeeper and requested the game- ^ 
keeper to arrange the meeting. Subject's group was instructed to wait in g, 
a lighted room so that the other partisan group could observe them through| 
a window to make sure that subject's group was n..t actually anti -partisans . 
(Anti-partisan groups were stationed in larger villages and towns to crush's 
any partisan movement which might arise.) Subject knows of one such anti-^ 
partisan a fnu'hLATTIK, | 

At this particular, time they did not make contact with the other partisan B 
group, bu-l the gamekeeper informed them that they would be notified later g 
as to when the actual meeting would take place. „ 



Subject's group moved to Vahukula (a small village) to visit with family 
JURIMAE. Near Liigvalla subject's group became involved in fighting with 
anti-partisans at which time PT7USAAG was killed. Subject remained in 
the village of Vahukula until September 1949* 



Subject attempts to flee to Finland 

Subject, travelling mostly at nifeht, went as far as Leningrad; from here ^ 
travelling by train in the direction of Murmansk, he got off at a station ra 
on the north shore of the Laadoga Lake, After dressing in warm clothing ^ 
and discarding his suitcase in some bushes he started to walk a distance ® 
of 500 km. About 5C km before reaching the Finnish border he became very 
ill and decided to return to the nearest station (name of which subject 
cannot remember), took a train to Leningrad and then back to Estonia. 

This took place at the end of Ssptember 1949* 

In October 1949 PARTS became separated from the rest of the group. Circa 
December 1949 the NKVD attempted to break up the group of partisans hiding 
in the bunker in Saunakuela (see page 7» the reference to the group 
hiding in the cellars„of farm houses). Subject again visited Rosa OLTJP 
at this time. YAINOliAE's participation in this bunker group was discovered 
by the ‘NKVD. . '

How VAINOLIAAE was apprehended by the NKVD; Subject and VAINOMAE travelled 
to Arabia on getting a message from Arabia that VAINOMAE *s mother had died. 
\Yhen they arrived in Arabia, they discovered VAINOMAE' s mother was alive 
and living in a farm house in one room along with two other women who 
occupied another room. It was impossible to get to the mother's room 
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without first going through the room of the two old women, so rjubject 
and VAINOMAE decided to enter the mother’s room by climbing in a window. 

On hearing the commCbion caused by this method of entry, the two old^ 
women, thinking it. was burglars , alerted the militia control post who' 
immediately surrounded the farm house and captured VAINOMAE. Subject 
managed to escape and until July 1950 went from one friend to the other 
for short periods of time. 

On 22 July 1950 Subject attended a singing festival in Tallin. At this 
festival he met an old friend PASTAK who attended with subject Junkerschule 
in Bad Toelz and was also a member of the 20 SS Division. 'Subject alleges 
that he did not discuss with PASTAK his renewed plans to flee to Finland. 
PASTAK was never imprisoned for his membership in the 20 SS Division. 

One day while subject was sitting on the ground, he was apprehended and 
pinned down by 4 militia men. He was taken to the militia station near ^ 
festival square, searched and relieved of his documents, pistol and some ^ 
gold coins. After hour, of questioning he was taken to the IJKVD investi^ 
tion’s prison (formerly the Estonian War Department) located on Pagaris ^ 
Street in Tallinn. m 



Additional information on KORE (previously mentioned on page 6). 

Navy Captain KORE was by profession a numismatist. He was allegedly 
killed in prison in Viijandi at the end of ±945 or beginning of 1946, 

In 1946 Mrs. KORE gave subject and Ji^ndel UUDEKUELL about 7 kg of silver 
coins, platin coins and rings. Subject and XTUDEKUELL hid the coins in. 
a bath house (subject later corrected this to hen house) and each was 
authorized by the other to use the coins as they needed them. Subject 
claimed that DDDEKITELL drew from this source of income more often than 
subject did. 




In the prison in Tallinn subject was again searchea and sent to a cell. 

On the third day he was called for and interrogated by a Russian Major I 

in Russian with the aid of en interpreter . The Majort description is strong 
build, ca 180. cm, hair cut off, ca 100 kg. The interpreter's description 
is well dressed, 174 cm, ca 70 kg, dark hair. 

Subject was instructed to tell the truth. He was sent back to his cell 
for the night and the next day interrogated by the same major but this 
time the interpreter was a Jewish looking v/oman. He was again told’ to 
tell the truth, given cross examinations and asked questions on the 
20 SS Division, all of which subject answered negatively, 'i'he major 
was relieve by another Russian maj\ who confronted subject with a roster 
of officers belonging to the 20 SS Division. The name Erik HEINE was 
pointed out and subject seeing it was hopeless to give false information 
at this point told all about .the 20 SS Division. The interrogation 
lasted the entire night. 



Subject was repeatedly told to tell everything he knew. The papers 
from several investigations in which subj_ect j)ar.ticipated while he was 
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a member of the Political Police in Tallin boering subject's signature 
were shown to subject and he was asked if the signatures were his. 

More interrogations were conducted the next night and subject was asked* • 
if he participated in the torture of Soviet citizens while he was an 
agent of the Political Police, ^ 

After 2 weeks subject was transferred to cell No. 5 along with 2 other 
Estonians, one imprisoned for distributing anti-Soviet leaflets and the 
other, a younger man, imprisoned for his membership in the underground 
organization known as "Vaba Eesti" (Free Estonia), Subject does not 
remember the names of these two prisoners. Subject remained in this 
cell for 3 days during which time he was again questioned on his activities 
of the last 4 years. 

Subject was then transferred to cell, NoJ 13 also containing 2 Estonian ' 
prisoners (one of them a fnu PEDAK formerly in the German V/ehrmacht). 

In December subject was transferred to the prison in Tallinn on 
Patarei Street .(formerly Estonian central prison) ./5ote on previous page 
subject identified this building as the former Estonian War Department, 
Subject was again questioned about his past, where and how he lived 
since his escape from the Beckeri prison camp (see page 2 ). 

Subject said he received money from his father a story similar to the 
one he previously told about the coins wjiich were hidden in Tartu, 

Lille Street and which previously belonged to Captain KOEE. Subject 
explained that during most of his winter travels he spent most of the 
nights sleeping in railroad station waiting rooms and occasionally he i 

would stay in hotels. He also told his interrogators how he bought and i 

stole documents. '

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the Kalavnaja in Solikamsl 



An Estonian doctor . a fnvT^SK, was employed in the dispensary of Kalavnaja; 
he was the only . doctor in the dispensary who refused to follow orders of 
the NKVD to send sick prisoners to work on extremely cold days. Pnu KASK 
had formerly had a program on the Estonian radio during which time he 
gave a five minute lecture on health. 

Irene REBAIJE was released and she and subject continued a correspondence, 
(Subject had a letter from REBANE in Russian). 

In Augus t-Septeraber 1951 subject was sent to Palom where he remained imtil 
October 1952. 

Here he cut fire wood for a steam engine of an electrical station and 
later he was assigned to a railroad maintenance team building a new 
railroad bed to the forest. 



In Palom subject met an Estonian, Uno''OLL, Vw-i-rn 1Q7R in Kuresaaare wh o 
was imprisoned for his activities in^ the, underground movement in Kuressaare, 
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Ootobor 19^2 subject was tranaferred to Dolgoe whore h« stayed until 
January-Pebruary J.954* 



Additional information on tho transfer from KarRopol to Solikamski 

In Kargopol eubject deviood a priaiitivo typo compaoo which ho Intended, to 
use during a planned escape* uhon ho went to tho forest to porfoam hlo 
dally work ho took some oread, sugar and his compass, .-or some reason 
he was soarohod and when tho items were discovered he was apprehended 
and sent back to Solikamsk. Solikamsk and tho othor prison comps were 
known in Husaian as "Vse Sojuanoi Strafnok”. 






In the meantime a fnu PEKSA arrived in Polgoe and was assigned as a first 

aid nan in the dispensary. Prom July through January/Pebruary 1954 sub ject SgsHasao 

was assigned to the dispensary as a handy nan. 

From October 1952 to July 1955 subject worked in a brigade of 5-6 men 
in the fgrest cutting fire wood. 

while subject was working in the dispensary he obsei-vea one doctor who 
charged the prisoners for treatments. The price for one day treatment 
was 5-5 rubles, a week was 25 rubles, a month 50-60 rubles, and if a 
prisoner needed hosjiltal care the doctor requested I5O rubies before 
he would recommend the prisoner be sent to the hospital. 

The doctor frequently received parcels from home which were not checked 
by . the guards, since doctor’s .packages rarely were checked, and these 
packages contained narcotics which the doctor sold for 'biaokmarket prices 
to the prisoners. "Plan", a narcotic in a small bullet form rith a diameter, 
of 2-5 mm, was sold for 9-10 rublos; 1 gram of morphine sold for 4OO rubles. 
Government issued penicillin wa.o given only on receipt of paj-ment from 
the patients. 

In the camp a package of black tea sold for 10-15 rubles the normal price 
in the shops being 5 rubles; vodka sold in the camp for 45 rubles and 
in the shot) for 21 rubles. 



Subject .met two Estonians in Dologoe: 

1. Richard^NTER - born 190^. who was serving a 25 year sentence for 

trying to jiimf ship in a Finnish port. 

2. Oska:;^ TTARJ AHAR N - born 1914, repatriated from Ifest Germany, sentenced 

20 25 years because he failed to get documentation 
on his return from West GerTaany. 
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Two more Estonian acquaintances of Subject in Bolgoei 

1. ’ Mihkel'^LAUS - born 189.7 . a police Sergeant from Tallinn, sentenced 

to 25 years. 

2. KarlYsRETT - born 1921., a member of the 20th SS Division, sentenced 

to 25 yoars. 

During the winter 195^/54 subject was transferred to Perevalka where he 
stayed until August 1955 when the politioal prisoners were separated from 
the criminal prisoners. 

First subject was put to work on railroad construction and maintenance 

teams, later he was assigned to the forest cutting fire wood. ^^bebb 

Prom November 1954 until May 1955 subject was confined to the hospital 
of the prison camp in Perevalka with yellow fever. 

In Perevalka subject had a German friend, one Ottc^KHISPEL, who at the 
present time is somewhere in West Germany. 

August 1955 subject was transferred to Olp Kusmanski. 

Note: Prison camps in Kalavnaja, Palom, Dolgoe and Perevalka belong to, 

Olp of Simsk. The administrative structure in the "Vse Sojusnoi Strafnak" 
is as follows: 



Kemadirofka (camp) - 600-700 prisoners (Palom, Dolgoe, Perevalka)

intelligence. TUHGAL explained to subject that 
the contents of a British diplomatic pouch which ■ 
contained this material had been photographed by 
Russian Secret Police. TUIIGAL and his 5-6 friends 
received 25 years for this act. 

During September 1955 the camp in Kusnanski Subject became acquainted ' 
with Ivan GrigorevitchMLJOCHIB, bom 1920, I 65 -I 7 O cm tall, brown eyes, 
dark blond hair, had a beard like^Trotzkl (later shaved off}, good teeth. I 
Subject and AIJOCHIN worked in the same brigade and slept in the same j 

barracks. At the end of Septem'ber ALJOCHIB revealed that he had been 
observing Subject for a period of time and he was collecting information 
on Subject. ALJOCHIN further explained le he is a member of a Russian 
underground movement with ab^'ut 70»000 members called ’’National Demokrat -- 
'^tseskaja Parti ja Rossia". ALJOCHIN felt that subject, as a former German 
officer, would be discharged from camp and in turn be able to tell tho 
free world, especially German or American officials, about this organization

ALJOCHIN explained to Subject that when making contact with this organization 
one should write to Georgi PavlovitchAEORSCEILOV, Orlovskaja Oblas t. 
Dmitr ovski Raio n. Derevna Stolbische ; or when making a contact through a 
messenger this contact should be made during 1957 or 1958 during the 
months of Hay or August only. 

In support the organization is in need of technical equipment for 
communications (radio, printing rotators etci).

At the end of November 1955 Subject waa arrested alonfj with ALJOCHINy 
2 Latvians and 2 Russians (one of them half Chinese and half Russian^ and 
sent to the municipal prison in Solikamsk, < , ■ ■ 

oubjec't, ALJOCHIN, one Latvian and one of the Russians were confined In 
the same cell until January 1956. 

Subject met Burkhard- SCHILLOVSKI when Burghard was on hia v?ay from Xusmankt 
to Potma. 

Subject was again being investigated at which time he was queried in detail 
on his friendship with ALJOCHIN and about the pamphlets distributed by 
ALJOCHIN. Subject's replies to all questions were negative. Subject 
told his investigators that his friendship with ALJOCHIN was based on 
the fact that Subject tutored ALJOCHIN in German. 

ALJOCHIN told subject at one point about ALJOCHIN 's friend Igor LIICHAILOV 
who was imprisoned in a disciplinary prison (probably the prison on Petarei 
Street, formerly the Estonian Central prison in Tallinn, called "Leningrad”] 
in Tallinn. The father of Igor waa a high Russian officer and possibly 
in West Germany ??? (Note: Possibly the chief of operation "Sneg" commanded 
by a General MICHAIL0V7?? in hast Berlin). Igor's sister was also a good 
friend of ALJOCHIN and they frequently corresponded. Igo? told ALJOCHIN 
that he was studying philology at a university in lioscow and at this 
school intelligence tradecraft was taught. IGOR was imprisoned because 
his intentions to visit his father in the rtest became known. 

January 19!?6 ALJOCHIN . was transferred to another cell and he end subject 
became separated. 

Seven to ten days later the investigation was suduenly discontinued and 
subject was sent to Potma near Moscovr to the ^85/7-1. 

Subject was interned in the following camps in Potma: 

505 / 7-1 - February 1956 -March 1956; the work shop in this camp had 

a furniture factory and also a shop for cutting figures 
for chess, dominos and other games. 

505/5 - March 1956-June 1956; this barracks was known as "Strafnoi" 

(punishments), and subject was sent here because he was 
responsible for organizing a hunger strike at 505 / 7-1 
• protesting the camp's administration system. The prisoners 
on several occasions requested that a representative from 
•Moscow come to check into the situation, but the 
representative was never forthcoming. 

505 / 7-1 - June - July 1956; subject went back to 585/7-1* 

385/10 - June “ October 1956; This was a camp for invalids, subject 

was sent there because he was weak and couldn't work. 
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Potma II - October 1956 - 13 Novamber 1956{ Thie barrack was a transfer 
point.

Note: Arno SUTT told of a repatriant from West Germany, Egon^ SCHGLTZ, who was 
arrested and imprisoned in 1955 and later discharged and now working and 
living in Tallinn as a TV technician. 
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Additional information; In Potma "between February 195^ and September 1956 
. subject met an Estonian speaking Swedish-Estonian named Artur TAIIVELIUS 
bom 1910 who was discharged through Potma in September 1956 and later 
subject read in a newspaper that TAJ.IVEL1US had returned to Sweden. 

Subject asked TAI.IViiLIUS to report to the free world or especially to 
an Estonian organization in Sweden the fact that subject was imprisoned. 

In 1947 after subject's arrival from Siberia, he heard that Russians 
were going to issue . Russian passports to Estonians. (Note: Subject says 
before when he referred to the investigation of Mrs. STALLMAM of 
Hermannsburg that the passports were issued for Estonians in 1945 J. 

In Potma subject was told by Kalji^ WIRK ( bom 1928^ that Partisans were 
operating in the forest of Virumaa in 194671947 and among them was an 
East Prussian German who spoke Estonian. Han^HESSLER had also mentioned 
the county of Virxamaa. HESSLER once lived in KOELK but fled to the 
East Zone October 1956. 

The doctor mentioned previously who took bribes from the prisoners was 
MAMEDOV. SCHIDLOVSKI also knew this doctor. 

In Kargopoi subject met a former "Smerth spinov" man who told subject 
about some .of the methods the Soviet Secret Police used to recruit agents. 
The NKVD assigned one of its better looking officers to make contact 
and cultivate the wife of a French Embassy official in Moscow. The NKVD 
man was given money and support for this assignment. It was arranged 
that the two should be photographed together, and then the wife was 
shown the picture. by which she was blackmailed into supplying the NKVD 
information on the French Embassy, She worked for the Russians for 
li years before being ordered back to France by the French Government, 

In Perevalka in 1954 an imprisoned Russian engineer told subject about 
a project in Moscow on which he worked building two factory halls with 
very thick |:alls and ceilings (ca 3 meters iron and cement). The engineer 
did not know/what these halls were planned. Still lajer this same 
engineer told of Large uranium deposits in the Bay of Kobi, 

A criminal police member, who was imprisoned for stealing, told about 
working in 1950 building streets and railroads in the Kobi Bay area. 

This same person worked on construction teams in the - Volga-Don Canal. 

Before and during the Korean action the Soviets recruited the prisoners 
v/ith the promise of paying them 18.000 rubles, 

Potma had various nationalities internees among them an American called 
"Ami" who had Austrian documents. This American left Potma November 1956. 
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.June i9>3 when the first group of German POWs were discharged, subje.ct, 
on several occasions, sent nis name and parent's address to the Deutsches 
Rotes Kreutz through one of these returnees, a waiter ENDE who is possibly 
Y/orking with the University of Heidelberg. : 

Subject's first reply fironthese attempts was a card sent by drK in Hamburg 
26 June 1956. 

Subject's discharge was arranged by the DRK. 

Kumors of the discharge v/ere circulated around in Potma. 

Subject left Potma 13 ' November 1956 and was sent over to Puykova where 
he stayed iintil 26 November 1956. On this date they departed for herlin 
and upon arrival here they numbered 29 persons (24 men and 5 women) all 
of whom were handed over to German authorities.

In Potma II subject met an old German Communist, Victor'^RIEST, presently 
living in Hamburg, who fled Germany in 1933 and escaped over Spain, 

Denmark and then to the Soviet Union (?)• PRIEST worked for the 
Communist Party until 1946 and after V/orld War'll was imprisoned by 
the Russians spending part of his time at Vorkuta, PRIEST has a weak 
character, ca 185 cm tall, and circa 45 y-SBrs .old.
